This letter is in response to the rate increase listed in the legal notices of 
News for the week of Wednesday, May 1 1,201 1. As I read the proposed rates and 
accompanying desc~ption the schedule increase is to pay for an extension and connection 
to South Anderson Water District so that North Mercer can hcrease the volume of water 
available. 

Anderson 

I can not dispute the validity of the need for an increase or for the validity of the system 
upgrades. I do protest the structure of the fee schedule. Low volume users Will see their 
bills increase $5.00, or 30% per month for r n h h a l  water usage while high volume 
customers will see an approximate 16% increase, It seems to me that this fee structure is 
regressive and puts the greatest percentage burden on those smaller users of the wafer 
system while they receive very little benefit from the increased capacity. If the only water 
users were small residences and farms with meters using little or no water their would be 
no need for this upgrade in capacity. I find it morally offensive to ask a greater percentage 
burden on the poor, the small farmer, and the low volume water user than on business and 
industry. 

Even though I am an Anderson County resident I represent the interest of my father's 
estate as Executor and my mothers interests as Power of Attorney in Mercer County with 
two water meters on North Mercer's system.
